the night of September 2, 1964, 
as he accompanied a deputy 
sheriff, serving a peace war- 
rant to a home in Elba. Drig- 
gers was serving as assistant 
police chief at the time and 
news reports of the incident 
call him ‘“‘one of the best po- 


lice officers in the state.’’ He 
was 40 years old at the time 
of the shooting. A color pic- 
ture of Driggers hangs pro- 
minately in the Elba police 
department. 

The dedication was approved 
by the Elba City Council several 
weeks ago, and several people 


The Elba City Council meet- 
ing of Tuesday, September 6, 
was probably the shortest and 
quietest meeting on record for 
this group.

Rescue Squad Involved In Wreck 


An Elba rescue squad am- 
bulance enroute to a Dothan 
hospital with a patient was in- 
volved in a two car accident 
last Friday night in Dothan. 
The ambulance, driven by Fred 
Moore, was taking Elba foot- 
ball player Don Bradshaw to 
Dothan for a leg injury re- 
ceived in the Elba-Geneva ball- 
game. 

Six people were injured in 
the accident including Deloris 
Johnson of Cottondale, F1., dri- 
ver of the other car, Moore and 
four people in the ambulance. 
The patient being transfered 
was strapped down and was not 
hurt. 

The other ‘injured! included 
Michael Bryan and Gina Gold- 
en, both new members of the 
rescue squad, alone for the ex- 
perience, Jeff Driggers and 
Lloyd Driggers. 

A Dothan ambulance wasdis- 
patched to transport the injured 
to the hospital. Mrs. Golden 
was the only one kept over- 
night, and she was later re- 
leased. 

The police report indicates 
that the car turned in front of 
the ambulance at the inter- 
section of the Ross Clark Cir- 
cle and Hodgeville Road. The 
light was green according to 
witnesses.

TV 
sets, stereos, bicycles and 
other costly items remain un- 
claimed because they do not 
bear any identifiable marking 
Had such property been etched 
with the owner’s state license 
number, it may have been by- 
passed by the thief in the first 
place. But, if it was taken by 
a burglar and recovered by the 
police, the officers probably 
would have been able to locate 


'the owner immediately. Think 


ahead. Consider these simple 
crime resistance rules about 
marking your property. 

1) Etch a number that is 
unique to yourself. Yonr state’s 
aporeviation and your state dr- 
ver’s license number is easily 
traced back to you. 

2) Mark your items per- 


readily visible and difficult to 
remove. 

3) Mark all your valuables. 
TV sets, weapons, jewelry are 
popular targets of thieves. 
Small items such as rings and 
watches can be marked by a 
jeweler without defacing the 
property. 

4) Photograph antiques, 
coins, stamps or other simi- 
lar valuables that would be de- 
faced by etching numbers upon 
them. 

5) Keep an inventory of 
your property. How and where 
you marked it, as well as any 
manufacturer's serial num- 
bers on the items, should be 
included on that inventory. 

6) Contact your local po- 
lice department for information: 
on etching tools, window sti- 
ckers advising thieves that your 
property is marked, tips on 
where and how to mark and 
other details of property iden- 
tification programs.

COASTING AND RACING ON 


BIKES

In the year 1839, the first 
bicycle was invented by a man 
named Kirkpatrick Macmillan 
of Scotland. Of course, this 
first model was much differ- 
ent than the bicycles of today. 
Bicycling soon became very 
popular, mainly among adults, 
but it was destined to become 
a very handy method of trans- 
portation among youngsters. 

I think it is important to 
devote a full lesson to coast- 
ing and racing because most 
young people like coast and race 
frequently on their bikes. It 
seems whenever a youngster 
gets a new bike, the first thing 
he wants to know is how fast 
can he go on it and how far 
will it coast. 

Racing on bikes is great 


sport, if it is done in the pro-" 


per place at the right time. 
The fastest speed on record 
ever achieved on a bike was 

127.243 miles per hour, and 
this record is held by Jose Mei- 
ffret, a Frenchman. It was set 
in July 1962. 

The greatest distance ever 
covered in one hour, on a bi- 
cycle, was 76 miles, 604 yards. 
This record was set in France 
1928 by Leon Vanderstuyft, a 
Belgian. 

Bicycting has been on the 
Olympics program since 1896, 
and it holds the interest of 
fans down through the years.

Whether you plan to be a 
professional bicyclist or just 
like to race for fun of it, there 
are certain definite rules you 
must follow.

The professional bike racers 
don't practice on street and 
highways. They practice off 
the streets because they know 
it is not safe for themselves 
and others to race on public 
thoroughfares. 

Coasting down long hills is 
something everyone likes to 
co, But, remember, when you 
get to the bottom of the hill, 

+ you don't want to be traveling 
so fast that you cannot stop in 
case a car comes out of a 
side street, or someone walks 
across the street in front of 
you. Coasting allows you to 
reach speeds on your bike that 
are not safe, If you were to 
have an accident, due to coast- 
ing too fast, it would do no 
good to say afterward, ‘I’m 
sorry, I was going to fast 
I couldn't stop.’’ 

So the rule is: if you wish to 
race with friends, find a place 
to race where you will be off 
the public streets at all times. 
No part of the race route should 
be on a street, road or high- 
way! And, allow your bike 
to coast only for short dis- 
tances and be sure you are in 
control of it at all times, when 
you are riding on public streets.

Mr. Bernie Shephera, 
who is one of the owners, guid- 
ed the cattlemen through the 
feed-lot operation explaining 
how the poultry manure was put 
in silos where it went through 
the insiling process. Along with 
the poultry manure, high mois- 
ture corn was fed. When the 
stocker cattle was put in the 
feed lot, they fed a ratio of 50% 
poultry manure with 50% high- 
moistuc¢ corn and gradually in- 
creased the corn up to 80% 
corn to 20% manure. 

One of the points Mr. She- 
pherd emphasized to the eat- 
tlemen was the fact that high 
quality stocker cattle was not 
available in Coffee County. The 
first group of cattle that was 
put through the feed lot was 
purchased locally. These cat- 
tle never did move into the 
choice grade. The group of 
cattle that is in the feed lot 
now was purchased from a lar- 
ge farm in Florida. These cat- 
tle grade high, good and choice. 
Mr. Shepherd emphasized that 


you had to start with a high 
quality animal. He put much 
emphasis on the grades of ani- 
mals saying that if an animal 
graded good when it went into 
the packer house, you were 
really losing money. Packer 
buyers would pay top prices 
for choice cattle. 

Mr. Shepherd was pleased 
with the results that they have 
gotten so far from this feed- 
ing combination. He said it 
was cutting from 20 to 25 cents 
per pound to put a pound of 
gain on their cattle.’ The feed 
lot was stocked with about 800 
head during the summer with 
it going up to close to 1200 
head during the winter months. 

Manure is always a pro- 
blem when you have this many 
animals concentrated inasmall 
place. Shepherd pointed out that 
they use the manure to ferti- 
lize their Coastal Bermuda 
fields and corn fields. There 
is not hay fed through the feed- 
lot. They use the Coastal Ber- 
muda hay as a cash crop. 


Following the tour of the 


feed-lot operation, the cattle- 
men reassembled at the Coffee 
County Farm Center where Dr. 
Lee Alley, (Acting) Associate 
State Veterniarian with the 
Alabama Department of Agri- 
culture and 
sented a program on ‘‘Health 
Care for the Weaned Calf.” 
He spent quite a bit of time 
going through a program where 
weaned calves were wintered 
on small grains. By carrying

Demonstrations that were con- 
ducted by thy Extension Service 
throughout the state last year 
also confirmed this. 

Following Dr. Alley’s pre- 
sentation, the cattlemen enjoyed 
a delicious hamburger lunch. 
The tour was promoted by the 
Coffee County Cattlemen’s 
Associatimn. 


OUTLOOK 

My co-workers in adjoining 
counties tell me they estimate 
their peanut yields will be off 
about 20%. In fact, some of 
the counties, Crenshaw and 
Pike, are hurting more now for 
rainfall than weare. Allen Mat- 
hews in Houston County expects 
about a 20% decrease, Robert 
Reynolds in Geneva expects a 
decrease, and Ted Smith in 
Crenshaw is also expecting a 
15-20% decrease from last 
year's average. One thing is 
for sure. We will know more 
about it in about 3-4 w@eks 
from now. 

It is almost miraculous 
that the peanuts are doing as 
well as they are. 
make as well as we did last 
year, we still won't make as 
much money per ton. Cost of 
production is higher and we 
have had to spray for worms 
this year several times which 
cuts into potential profits. I 
am sure, though, that one way 
of the other our farmers are 
going to be glad when this 
peanut crop is harvested. 


WINTER GRAZING 

One of the best ways I 
know of to get cattle through 
the winter is by providing win- 
ter grazing. I don’t know whe- 
ther the ASCS Committee will 
be able to take care of all the 
cost-share requests or not. It 
depends a lot on the avail- 
able money. However, if I 
had cattle to take through the 
winter, I would plant rye or 
wheat on as many acres of open 
land and pasture land that I 
figured I needed. 

Early planted rye or wheat 
on prepared soil will provide 
good grazing by the first of 
November. These same grains 
planted in pasture sods won’t 
give much grazing until after 
Christmas. However, these can 
be grazed on later inthe spring. 
Planting both places would be 
desirable. 

Perhaps this year won’t be 


"as cold as it was last winter. 


Traditionally we have some ex- 
cellent winter grazing in this 
county. This may be the cheap- 
est way to get cattle through 
the winter in good shape.

SOIL TESTING | 

Have you ever heard of the 
5 p’s? They stand for ‘‘Prior 
Preparation Prevents Poor 
Performance."’ I thought about 
this as I discussed soil test- 
ing with some of the agri- 
business dealers in the county. 

Did you know that Septem- 
ber is an excellent time to soil 
test on croplands, pastures, 
lawns and gardens” Certain- 
ly, I would not expect anybody 
to stop peanut harvesting inor- 
der to soil test, but any of 
these fields planted to corn and 
peanuts can be tested just as 
soon as the crops are off. 

1) Early testing will en- 
able the laboratory to give 
quick service. 2) Your lime 
dealer can do a better job 
of getting the lime out in Sept- 
ember and October than he can 
in early March. 3) If your 
land needs lime, the sooner 
you can get it out, the better. 
It is like this. If you have a 
headache, the quicker you can 
get some aspirin, the quicker 
you start getting some good 
done. The same is true for 
lime. Another way to look at 
it is lime and fertilizer re- 
quirements are two things we 
can do something about. Folks 
who wait late to get lime spread 
are almost always mighty frus- 
trated. 1 would like to see 
Coffee County be the leader 
in getting soil samples in to 
the laboratory. If you are not 
sure what you will be plant- 
ing in a field, you can put 
down two or three different 
crops, and they will give a 
recommendation for all ofthem 
at no additional cost. So don’t 
use the excuse that you don’t 
know what you will plant next 
year. 


FALL GARDENING 


A lot of home freezers 
this fall are not as full of 
good, fresh vegetables as they 
usually are. We can blame 
that on the dry weather and 
the worms. Did you know that 
you can plant snap beans (they 
will need to be planted soon), 
collards, carrots, kale, lettuce, 
mustard, onions (plant these in 
October), radishes, spinach, 
summer squash (needs to be 
planted right away), and tur- 
nips? 

Just mentioning these good 
vegetables makes me hungry. 
If you have space at your home 
or farm, why not plant some of 
these, the ones your family 
enjoys, and see how they turn 
out. Even if they turn out a 
complete failure, you won’t have 
too much invested in them. 
Chances are, though, that you 
will get good results. We have 
a garden chart, Circular P- 
50, which gives some excellent 
information on gardening. It is 
yours for the asking.

HEMS 


Since longer hem lengths 
have come into style, you may 
have tried to let out the hems 
on some of your older garments 
to make them more fashionalbe. 
But how do you get rid of the 
old hem mark? 

There is a method of re- 
moving all but the most stub- 
born creases, provided they 
aren’t caused by frayed or faded 
fabric. 

First, make wp a solution 
of two parts water to one part 
white vinegar and test the sol- 
ution for color fastness on a 
small fabric scrap. Then 
dab the crease line with the 
solution and steam press over 
a press cloth. 

Let the fabric dry complete- 
ly before moving the garment. 
Then repeat until the hem is 
completely pressed with the 
vinegar solution, after testing 
a scrap for color fastness. 
Put two strips of aluminum foil 
on either side of the hem with 
the shiny sides toward the gar- 
ment. Then press around the 
hem, being sur 
hem, being sure the fabric 
is completely dry before you 
move it. 


WHITE RINGS 

Wet or hot dishes or glasses 
leave white rings on tables. 
Here is one. way to remove 
them. Make a thin paste line 
of equal amounts of salad oil 
and salt. Rub the mixture 
on the spot with your fingers, 
let it stand for an hour or 
two, then rub off. The rings 
should vanish. 


MORE CLOSET SPACE 


Have you run out of closet 
space? Now is a good time 
to check closet space. Your 
problem may be a lack of plan- 
ning, not too little space. 

A closet that’s filled to over- 
flowing with clothes for all sea- 
sons, shoes, coats, etc., just 
isn’t being used properly. 

The first step to better or- 
ganization is to take everything 
out and see what you have. Be 
realistic about your needs, too. 
If you haven’t worn a certain 
blouse for the last two years, 
chances are you won't ever wear 
it again. ‘You just can’t afford 
to waste your limited closet 
space saving things you haven’t 
worn in years and know you'll 
never wear. 

After weeding out the items 
you don’t or can’t use, put this 
season’s clothing back into the 
closet first. Wise use of space 
savers such as skirt and pants 
hangers and shoe and purse 
files will give you the same 
effect as if you'd enlarged your 


NS 
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closet. 

If possible, hang out of season 
clothes in an extra closet. But, 
if you don’t have any spare 
storage areas, house these gar- 
ments in garment bags tokeep 
them neatly out of the way until 
you need them. 

Once you've gotten your clo- 
set into shape, you will be in 
practice to tackle dresser 
drawers, desks and the rest 
of your storage areas. You'll 
probably be surprised at the 
amount of space you have 
around your home, after you’ve 
taken time to do a little organ- 
izing. 


TIME SAVING TIPS 


With our busy schedules 
these days, we're all looking for 
ways to save time in the kit- 
chen. Non-stick cookware can 
really cut scrubbing time in 
the kitchen--but only if youtreat 
the finish right. 

If the non-stick finish gets 
Stained, resist the temptation 
to srub with abrasive cleaners. 
These cleaners can ruin the 
non-stick quality you paid for 
and leave you with a clean 
pan, but one with no non-stick 
finish. 

Instead, put a mixture 
of one cup water, two table- 
Spoons baking soda and one half 
cup liquid chlorine bleach in 
the stained utensil. Boil this 
solution for five to ten min- 
utes or until the stain disap- 
pears. Then wash the pan and 
nied it lightly with cooking 
oil.

Elba Tigers Roar Past 


The Elba Tigers rolled to 
their second straight victory 
last Friday night by dumping the 
Geneva Panthers 32-7 in Tiger 
Stadium.

The Elba City Council met 
in special session Tuesday night 
to discuss a well-point pump 
purchased about six months a- 
go on low bid. According to 
city officials the pump has never 
functioned properly, and the 
meeting was to determine a 
course of action on the mat- 
ter. City Clerk Jack Pres- 
cott stated that it was a con- 
tinuing problem and also that 
no payment has been made on 
the equipment. 

Mayor Robert Folsom stated 
that the equipment had not been 
given a fair test yet, and he 
wasn't sure the machine should 
be returned. 

Councilman Jimmy Wise 
then questioned the practice 
of transfering men from one 
job to another without complet- 
ing work. Wise suggested 
that Prescott worked closely 
with the street superintendent 
to see that this was done and 
Mayor Folsom stated strong- 
ly that ‘‘I will do that.’’ 

The council agreed that the 
well-points would be reinstall- 
ed at the sewer break-in site 
on Washington early Wednes- 
day morning and enough men 
left on the job to find out if 
the pump works. If the pump 
is found to be inadequate, the 
city attorney said the city could 
then either return it tothe sell- 
er and readvertise for another 
pump or take it back to the 
seller and advertise for taking 
bids again. The attorney was 
quoted as saying that if the 
company proved the pump was 
serviceable, the city was liable 


for payment. 
In Other action, the council 
approved the continuance 


of $3000 a month to the school 
system for the fiscal year, 
1977-78. This totals $36,000. 
The council was told that with 
this approval the board could 
manage one additional first 
grade teacher, along with the 
other special projects.

says this snake is easily handled 
and he can do most anything 
with him. The big snake is 
unusual in that he is so big. 
According to Len, this is a 
real big rat snake, even though 
other breeds grow larger.
